Caftille, The Dukes of Paftrana and Montalto, are 
adually withdrawn from Court to their Country” 
Seats. Even the Council of State have not forborn, 
to exprefs their refentment at feeing the Government 
adminiftred according to the Maxims of France; 
and after a Confultation held,py order of the King, 
on. occafion of the above-mention’d Action of the. 
Pormguefe near Badajos , declar’d to him, that the 
Treaty with the Portuguefe, and all other Affairs 
relating to them, being done without their Partici- 
pation, the Perfons through whofe hands his Majefty 
was pleas’d to let thofe Affairs pals, are fitteft to give 
Advice on fach an Occafion. Further, the Neceffity 
the King is under to levy Men, and prepare for 
War, having induc’d fome Officers to lift Men in 
the Provinces by Force, has not a little contributed 
toalienate the Affections of the People from him. 
The Inhabitants of the Kingdom of Arragon, make 
heavy Complaints at the Eftablifhing of a Contpany 
to fell their Wooll to the French, who pay for it 
half Money half Goods ; and declare they will be at 
Liberty to difpofe of their Wooll as they think beft 
themfelves. From Cadiz they write, that there-are 
no.figns of Commerce left there, but the City is be- 
‘ome a Garrifon only for Soldiers: And add, that 
they carry on the Fortifications of the Coaft from 
Gibraltar to la Rota, and that there are Men enough 
inthofe Parts for 6000 Horfe and 12000,Foor to 
draw together in 24 Hours ; but that there is no 
Money, order’d for Paying them ; which makes ma- 
ny of them defert, and others rob impunibly, to get
